The  2"  flowers  have  slightly  frilled  edges  and  are  bril¬ 
liant  rose  with  a  flush  of  scarlet  radiating  from  a  small  yel¬ 
low  throat,  a  combination  that  glows  in  the  sunlight. 

SUNRISE  is  excellent  to  use  as  a  pot  plant  in  early  Spring 
and  will  sell  readily  in  competition  with  the  more  difficult 
large  flowered  sorts.
